Quite apart from the pros 
and cons of fluoridation, chem- 
ists point out that if it were not 
for intelligent “tampering,” the 
water in most communities 
would be unfit to drink. Epi- 
demics of typhoid,.dysentry and 
other diseases caused by water- 
borne bacteria would be a con- 
stant menace to towns and 
cities if it weren't for the chem- 
icals which safeguard its purity. 

The ule of chlorine to sterilize 
water began more than 40 years 
ago and today most drinking 
water — at least in the larger 
cities and towns ~— is given 
painstaking treatment before it 
reaches the kitchen tap. Less 
than one part of chlorine in a 
million of water is usually all 
that is needed. 

Chlorine in proper quantities 
gives us water which is not 
merely pure but also tasteless 
and odorless. Scientists search- 
ing tor water purity discovered 
that chlorine produced a prac- 
tically “sterile” water — almost 

‘free from all kinds of bacteria. 
Moreover, the chlorine when 
used in sufficient quantities des- 
troys taste and odor-producing 
les dissolved in the water,

Fertility requirements of fall 
wheat are bot complex. Mineral 
plant foods (phosphoric acid and 
potash) should be applied mostly 
in the fall at the time of seed- 
ing along with some nitrogen. 
This will stimulate moderate top 
growth and development of 
strong and large root system. 
Genera) recommendations are 
the use of 3-18-9 or 2-16-6 at 
400 pounds an acre-on medium 
to heavy soils. If the crop is 
sown on fallow or manured land 
or following a legume crop. use 
a no-nitrogen -fertilizer such as 
0-16-8 or 0-12-20. Apply an addi- 
tional 100 pounds per acre if 
seeding down in the wheat. It is 
wise to have the goil tested as 
it may require some variation 
from the genera! fertilizer re- 
commendations. 

It enough fertilizer has been 
applied in the fall, yields can be 
increased by top dressing early 
in the spring with 75 to 100 
pounds of ammonium nitrate per 
acre. For weed control spray 
with 2, 4-D in the spring when 
perennial weeds have emerged.

Except for its water content, 
lean meat is often almost pure 
protein. 

The only. way foods can be 
concentrated is to remove the 
water—and it must be restored 
to make them digestible. Steak 


contains more fat and more con- 
nective tissue. Because of its 
slightly higher fat content, the 
dark meat yields a few more 
calories — but not enought to 
show up in the wrong places.

“This is 
just another of the popular 
food beliefs that spoil one of 
the most profound and depend- 


‘able pt®asures of. life — eating. 


As long as foods are good for 
you when eaten singly, they 
can be eaten in any combination 
whatever. It’s only in your 
mind and not in your stomach 
that they don’t mix.” 

Since our minds have s0 
much influence on our stomachs 
Dr. Lajtha set out recently to 
put both at ease by collecting 
and correcting food fallacies 
that are still widely believed 
even among intelligent and 
well-informed people. 

“The fewer such beliefs you 
swallow;’ says Dr, Lajtha, “the 
better your meals will taste and 
the more good they'll do you.” 
How many of your cherished be- 
liefs are here? 

BELIEF. Oysters are a source 
of quick energy. 

FACT: It would take five 
raw oysters to equal the calorie 
value of one egg, and. almost 
ninety oysters to serve as sub- 
stitute for a pound of steak. Any 
stimulating effect that they have 
is physchological. 

BELIEF. Toasting makes 
bread less fattening. 

FACT. Not at all. Bread con- 
sists mainly of starches which 
are turned into sugars in the 
process of digestion. Toasting 
merely changes the starches on 
the surface of the slice to dex- 
trins, which are a little closer 
to sugar and hence slightly 
sweeter and a little easier to 
digest. But unless you burn it 
to a crisp and destroy most of 
its food value, toast ie just as 
fattening as bread. 

BELIIEF. Raw meat or very 
under-done meat is more nour- 
ishing than thoroughly cooked 
meat. 

FACT, No, The proteins in 
meat are not damaged by heat, 
and cooking makes the . meat 
easier to digest. 

BELIEF. People who sprinkle 
a lot of salt on their food will 
eventually suffer hardening of, 
the arteries, 

FACT. Salt has no effect on 
the arteries, but it does increase 
the burden of the kidneys, 
which have to excrete the ex. 
cese salt. Thus salt intake is 
limited in kidnev diseases. 

BELIEF You should never 
peel cucumbers because the skin 
makes them easier to digest. 

FACT. The peel has no ef 
fect on the digestion of cucum

- Since it is more moist and less 


fiaky than older bread, people 
tend to swallow it quickly with 
little chewing. But if chewed 


as much as ordinary bread, it is. 


no harder to digest. 

BELIEF. Eating between 
meals or just before a meal 
spoils appetite and impairs di- 
gestion. 

FACT. That depends on Wha 
you eat. Fats and sweets dull 
the appetite and slow digestion, 
while meat and cheese whet the 
appetite. Furthermore, numer- 
ous tests on schoolchildren and 
Office and factory employees 
show that light, between meal 
snacks increase efficiency and 
lessen fatigue and absenteeism. 
@BELIEF. Certain foods — 
wheat germ for instance — in- 
erease fertility. 

FACT. Certain animals re- 
quire vitamin E (found most 
abundantly in wheat germ) to 
reproduce. But as far as we 
know, no food has a specific ef- 
fect on human fertility. 

BELIEF. Fish is a brain food, 

FACT. Unfortunately nobody 
has ever discovered a food that 
specifically aids brain activity. 
In fact, there’s no evidence that 
extra brainwork requires extra 
food. 

BELIEF. We'd all be better 
eff if we ate food raw instead 
of cooking it. 

FACT. Cookmg widens en- 
ormously the range of food fit 
for human consumption, kills 
germs and parasites, and im- 
proves the flavor and digesti- 
bility of food. Giving up cook- 
ed foods and “going back to 
Nature” would drastically short- 
en the human life span and 
impair our health and vigor as 
a@ species. 

BELIEF. Eating a heavy meal 
just before bedtime gives you 
bad dreams. 

FACT. Digestion requires 
physical effort, and the more 
you eat before going to bed, 
the harder your body must work 
to digest it. Naturally this in- 
terferes with sleep, and while 
you are restless you are likely 
to have dreams. Whether the 
dreams are pleasant or unpleas- 
ant depends on a variety of fac- 
tore—events in your past life,

To Cure The Flu 


Are you scared of snakes? An 
expert new World Health 
Organization report proves that 
you ought-to be. Every week, 
somewhere in the. world, at 
least 1,00C people die.of snake- 
bite. In remote villages and 
jungles hundreds more die in 
agony before they can be 
brought to medical attention. 

Formidable among kille: 
snakes, the African 
cobra is able to hurl its venom 
accurately into a man’s face 
dtom e striking distance of 
twelve feet. The highly poison 
ous gaboon viper brings almost 
instant death as soon as it 
strikes a native’s bare foot. Al- 
together, of the world’s 2,500 
different kinds of snakes, 200 
are dangerous to mani. 

Not long ago a soldier brought 
a cobra home from Malaya — 
where snakebite deaths 
highest of all—but he made sure 
first that the poisonous fangs 
had been removed. His family 
called: it “Cyril’” and made the 
reptile a‘ domestic pet. Then 
one day they happened to show 
it to-a zoologist—and Cyril was 
hurriedly cased and rushed to 
the zoo. 

Unknown to the “family the 


| ‘fangs had grown again and the 
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poison saws were full. . The sol 
dier’s family, had been toving 
for weeks with death! 

Yet many people make pets 
of pythons, boa-constrictors and 
even rattlesnakes. A club form- 
ed for these serpent-minded folk 
has hundreds of members. One 
enthusiast breeds pythons for 
profit. A python can lay up to 


90 eggs at a sitting and a three-_ 


foot specimen is worth 50. 


- Kearing them is tricky, how. 
ever. With only. one lung apiece 
snakes are peculiarly liable to 
‘flu and pneumonia. A _ snake- 
dancer’s full-grown python fell 
ill with ‘flu and, faced with the 
cancellation of her music-hall 
bookings *hroughout ‘Britain, she 
consulted the highest experts. 

“Keep him warm!’ was all 
they could advise.,So she put 
the python to bed with hot- 
water bottles, then climbed .in 
alongside him for extra warmth, 
stayed in bed a fortnight—and 
restored him to health. 


If you see a snake it’s com. 
forting to know that it ¢an 
hardly see you. Nor can it hear, 
though snake charmers are 
aware that snakes are acutely 
sensitive to vibrations. Their 
forked tongues actually sense 
the vibrations in the air and, 


_ coupled with their strong sense 


of smell, enable them to find 
their food

Cobbler’s Tacks 
Hanged A Man 


Mr. Mold, a bootmaker of 
Rdgware Road, London, looked 
at the boots he had just finished. 
They were beautiful boots lined 
with lambswool, for a very 
beautiful woman, Miss Camille 
Cecile Holland was a favourite 
customer of his and he always 
put his best work into her 
orders. It was the year 1897. 

He took a handful of brass 
tacks and tapped his initial “M” 
fato the waist of each boot. It 
was his stamp of approval for 


his own work—though he would 


hardly have dreamed it was also 
to be the “signature” to a 
death warrant! 

But that lay in the future. 
Only “Chief Inspector Luck,” 
who so often stands for justice 
when the efforts of human de- 
tectives falter, could have known 
©. its significance, 

Florence, the servant at Moat 
Farm, Clavering, in Essex, was 
afraid of her master. She had 

ason to be, for he had 
ibly kissed her, and had at- 
tempted to break into her room. 

When, one evening in May, 
1899, Mr. Samuel “ Herbert 
Dougal drove home in the pony 
and trap without the mistress, 
Florence was terrified. She bar- 


vicaded herself in her room and * 


was prepared to jump out of the 
window should Dougal break 
¢own the door. 

The mistress never came back 
nor did Dougal attempt to 
molest Florence that night. He 
had something else to do; and 
Florence left next morning. 
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It was the year 1903. Mr. 
Dougal, the wealthy owner of 
M Farm, had acquired a 
reputation as a ladies’ man, and 
there was tap-room gossip about 
lis lights-o’-love, but he was 
h@arty and generous and much 
was forgiven him at first. His 
wife — the real wife, not the 
lady who had accompanied him 
to Moat Farm in 1899—had run 
away with an engine driver, 

But Mr. Dougal had so many 
affairs with village girls that at 
last a note of spite crept into the 
gossip. It was discovered that 
his first consort at Moat Farm 
had been a beautiful Miss Cam- 
ille Holland, and rumours be- 
gan to circulate that although 
she -had left him, she had not 
taken any of her possessions 
with her. Gossip grew to scan- 
dal, scandal to a suggestion that 
Miss Holland had never left 
Moat Farm. 

The local constable, P. C. 
Drew, wrote a report to his 
Chief Constable, who not only 
sent down Superintendent 
Pryke, but communicated with 
Scotland Yard. 

Quite a lot was discovered 
about Miss Holland and Mr. 
Dougal. He was an ex-soldier 
who had forfeited his pension 
after a conviction for forgery; 
the lady was a wealthy spinster 
who, most surprisingly, had 
been persuaded to throw in her 
lot with a vulgar and un- 
scrupulous adventurer. Moat 
Farm stood in her name. 

At this time the police be- 
lieved Miss Holland was a 
prisoner in her own house,

other documents bearing her 
signature had been presented 
and cashed regularly by Dougal. 
By now nephews of Miss Hol- 
land, alteady uneasy at the four 
years, absence of news of their 
aunt, had been shown speci- 
mens of cheques bearing her 
signature. Some of these they 
definitely declared to be for- 
geries, 

Superintendent Pryke visited 
Moat Farm to investigate; but 
failed to find any trace of the 
missing Miss Holland. 


Although the Superintendent 
appeared satisfied, Dougal lost 
his nerve The next day he 
withdrew all his balance at 
banks in Saffron Walden, some 
$3,000, and left Moat Farm. Ap- 
parently he intended to move 
very far from Essex, for he de- 
posited his luggage at Liverpool 
Street Station and wént to the 
Bank of England to change some 
ten pound notes. 


These had been obtained on 
a cheque which the police be- 


lieved was a forgery of Miss 


Holland’s signature, and their 
numbers had been circulated. 
Dougal was arrested at the bank 
and charged: with forgery. 


The next day he appeared be- 
fore the magistrates at Saffron 
Walden and-was remanded in 
custody. 

By now the police had aban- 
doned all hope of finding Miss 
Holland alive, but for the sake 
of justice they still hoped to 
find her body. For five weeks 
they searched the large house, 
dug the garden, drained the 
moat which gave the farm its 
name. They found only fish. 

At last two local labourers 
recalled that four years ago 
there had been an open ditch 
across. the farm, and that this 
had been filled in. Digging start- 
ed in a new direction. After 
several hours the effort was 
crowned with grim success. A 


fork, wielded by a police con- 


stable,. struck something hard. 
It was’ a boot, and it contained 
the bones of a human foot. Fur- 
ther digging revealed a skele- 
ton with portions of rotting 


‘clothes round it. 


The retnains were those of a 


. woman, the medical experts de- 


clared. She had been shot 
through the head, and the posi- 
tion of the bullet holes ruled out 
suicide. 

There was no doubt in the 
mirids of the police whose body 
it was, but at first it seemed as 


though proof might be impos- 
sible. - 
Dougal stood his trial at 


Chelmsford in June, 1903, on a 
charge, not of forgery, but mur- 
der There was one amusing 
incident to relieve the grim 
story. Miss Florence Pollock of 
Bayswater, at whose house Miss 
Holland stayed in 1893 while 
Dougal was “courting” her, was 
called to identify the accused 
She gazed round the court and 
her eye fell on a figure sitting 
beside the judge. “That's him,” 
she said, pointing 

“Look around the court,” she 
yas told py counsel 

Miss Pollock looked round, 
then pointed again to the figure 
on the Bench. “Yes, that’s him,” 
she repeated. “He is much 
changed since | saw him last.” 
Then. she caught sight of the 
man in the dock “Oh, that is 
him! That is him'” she exclaim 
ed 

To convict Dougs) it was 
necessary to prove that the 
body was that of Misr Holland. 
It was past recognition, but the 
boots were not—boots lined with 
lambswool, skilfully made for 
small feet, and each bore the 
letter “M"” worked in brass 
tacks on its waist 

Once again, when the efforts 
ot the police to establish con- 
clusive proof seemed to have 
reached -a dead-end, “Inspector 
Luck” had stepped in. If Mr. 
Mold, the bootmaker, had not 
made « habit of “signing” hie

He was drilled 
ower and over again in parsing 
and syntax. “Thus,” he’ writes, 
“I got into my bones the essen- 
tial structure of the ordinary 
British sentence — which is a 
noble’ thing. And when in after 
years my schoolfellows who had 
won prizes and distinction for 
writing such beautiful Latin. po- 
etry and pithy Greep epigrams 
had to tome down again to com- 
mon English to earn their living 
or make their way, I did not feel 
myself at any disadvantage.” 
Churchill loved to experiment 
with the use of words and was 
 smgtierake fond of declaiming. 
e astonished the Headmaster, 
Dr. Welldon, by reciting twelve 
hundred lines of Macaulay's 
Lays of Ancient Rome without 
making a single mistake, for 
which he won a school prize. “I 
do not believe I have ever seen

Welldon once declared.

At the present time in order 
to get a picture of the genetic

dom, and subject. them to a 
feeding test which culminates 
in slaugh g the pigs. This 
test gives a® rd ot the group 
in rate of gain, feed efficiency, 
and carcass quality and together 
with litter size the weaning 
weight can be used as a basis of 
selection. Selection, of course, 
is the basis of improvement. The 
best pigs from the best perform- 
ing litters must be selected as 
breeding stock to produce each 
succeeding generation.

All of these record, with the 
exception of carcass quality, can 
be obtained without slaughter- 
ing any pigs. However, carcass 
quality is possibly the most m- 
portant record of all. If we are 
to ogee a higher percentage 
of lean bacon hogs we must 
select for and improve this char- 
acteristic. If we could evaluate 
accurately the carcass quality 
of a pig without having to 
slaughter, we would have a 
much ater number of pigs > 
select from and consequently be 
able to make a better and faster 
improvement.

Hence, the experimental work 
in X-raying pigs at Lacombe. 
A research project is underway 
to ascertain whether the bacon 
quality or potentiality of a pig 
can be ‘determined without 
slaughtering it, by using X-ray. 
Techniques will have to be de- 
veloped and studies made of the 
relationship of the relative fat 
and lean as measured through 
X-ray equipment, and the fat 
and lean as determined by cut- 
ting the carcass. This will be 
done with a, large number of 
pigs at different stages of 
growth. If a close relationship 
can be established and the best 
stage of growth at which to X- 
ray determined, than a simple 
measure of the length of the 
live pig along with the relative 
fat and lean from an X-ray 
should give a good estimate of 
its bacon quality or potential,

Hurricane Hazel, which struck 
Southern Ontario last Friday night 
and caused such suffering and loss 
of property in the Toronto area, hit 
Madoc at the peak of the storm at 
11 p.m. At’ Toronto it is expected 
the death total will be over.80 and 
property damage is estimated: at 
$10,000,000. At Madoc there was 
little rain compared to other parts 
of the province, but high winds 
disrupted hydro and telephone ser- 
jee, blew down hundreds of trees 
and caused minor damage to many 
buildings. 

A large tree in front of the 
home of the late Dr. Eagleson went 
down, taking with it hydro wires 
on both sides of the street and 
completely blocked, Durham Street. 

Large trees on Mrs. Fraser 
Aylesworth’s lawn were uprooted 
leaving the property resembling a 
jungle, windows were broken in her 
home and her lawn was a complete 
mess. 

Numerous television aerials, both 
in the village and surrounding dis- 
rict, went down. One local insur- 
ance agent reported five claims at 
Bannockburn __ alone. Numerous 
claims for insurance were made 
but none of a major nature. 
Throughout the district chimneys 
were blown down, shingles and 
parts of roofs were carried away 
fy the wind. Some sections were 
still without hydro and telephone 
service Sunday night. In . Madoc 
Village hydro service was restored 
about 4 p.m. Saturday afternoon, 
but some parts of the village are 
ill without street lights. 
On the Belleville road, 


a mile! 


south of the village, a large shed | 


on ‘the property of Mr. Mel Mor- 
rison was flattened to the ground 
while hundreds of trees in the vill- 
age and surrounding area were -Up- 
rooted and in some places were Up- 
rooted but remain standing entwin- 
ed together in an impassible mess.

People Marry for 
The Oddest | 
Reasons 


Why do people marry?  Be- 
cause they’re in love, you retort. 
Or, if they’re older, for com- 
panionship. But it’s not always 
so. The decision to wed has 
oftem been made for the most 
oddly unexpected reason. 

Possibly one can take with a 
pinch of salt the explanation 
given by a Lancashine woman. 
She told her husband she mar- 
ried him so that she could warm 
her cold feet in the middle of 
his back. : 

Another rather different atti- 
tude was expressed by George 
Montgomery and Dinah Shore, 
who married because “We like 
the same things and the same 
people. We don't drink ‘and we 
don’t stay up late.” 

The motive for many marri- 
ages has been — strangely en- 
ough, a desire to save expense, 
Bartholdi, the sculptor who de- 
signed the Statue of Liberty, 
used as his model pretty Jean- 
ne Bayeux. When he married 
her, it was widely believed he 
had done so merely in order to 
avoid paying her fees. 

Though there is a Scots prov- 
erb, “Don't marry for- money; 
you can borrow it cheaper,” a 
good many people have. In 1953, 
when an Englishwoman was 
granted a divorce from an Ohio 
peanut vendor, she frankly told 
the judge her reasons for mar- 
rying him. “I desired adven- 
ture, luxury, a rich American 
husband and an escape from 
rationing,” she declared 

Similar sentiments were ex: 
pressed by an Australian wom- 
an, asked why she married two 
men in the same year, “I want- 
ed security,” she replied. 

‘This isn’t a purely modern at- 
titude. In the 1860s, g famous 
woman journalist, Mrs. Lynn 
Linton, accused the girl of the 
period of looking for a banker 
rather than a husband. 

Sometimes people marry with 
note the slightest intention of 
living together afterwards. Some 
years ago in U.S.A. a wealthy 
young man divorced his first 
wife, married another woman, 
divorced her and announced his 
engagement to a third person— 
all in oné day. The marriage 
sandwiched in between was in 
order to give a name to a son 
born a year earlier.

| Police Murderer 


That early spring morning 4s 
he rode down the dusty street 
of the mining town of Clermont, 
in central Queensland, at the 
head of an armed escort, Inspec- 
tor John Griffin 'was a very 
handsome figure. Mounted on a 
spirited bay thoroughbred, wear- 
ing his blue tunic with silver 
la on. the epaulettes, white 
Bedford -cord breeches, high 
black. boots, a silver sabre and 
a high white helmet with a 
silver ,badge, the moustachioed 
inspector looked what he was— 
the very personification of the 
law. On this new rich gold-field 
Inspector Griffin was Police

Behind him rode two troopers 
and Sergeant Julian.

Little Marie-Claire was the 
sixth infant he had brought in- 
to the world in the space of 36 
hours — an achievement in it- 
self, but all the more significant 
for a doctor who has been blind 
for the last 23 years. 

It is difficult to believe, watch- 
ing this doctor move unhesitat- 
ingly from one bed to another 
in his 14°bed rural clinic, that 
he cannot see. Watching his tri- 
weekly medical consultation, 
you would be struck by his . 
surety of movement and by the 
coruplete confidence of his pa 
tients. 

“Tt am as much at my Case as 
any other doctor. Instead of 
two eyes I have one at each of 
my 10 fingertips,” says Dr. Nast.

Three people were drowned at 
Wastbourne in 1948 primarily 
because there were no life-sav- 
ére. So a few strapping Sussex 
lasses got together and decided 
that they would ‘do something 
about it. 

Since then the voluntary life 
savers there have gained nine 
medals and distinctions from 
the Royal Life Saving Society, 
as well as having won eight in- 
ter-county and five national life- 
saving competitions. 

Their work is not only pat- 
rolling the beaches and watch- 
ing out for the unwary swim 
mer who ventures beyond his 
depth, it also takes in some peo- 
ple who like to lie and sleep 
‘near the waterline. 

A few weeks ago, for instance, 
a visitor fré6m London brought 
along a comfortable/rubberfoam 
bed, six feet long and two feet 
wide. He placed it close to the 
“water's edge and lay down on 
it to read and sunbathe 

Presently he dozed off. The 
tide came in and gently lifted 
him and when he woke up 
he was 150 yards off-shore! To 
make matters worse, he ‘couldn't 
swim 

He started shouting for help 
and two. of Eastbourne’s girls, 
Miss Joan Brown and Miss Shir 
iey Page, heard him 

Out they went and towed the 
terror stricken visitor back to 
his fgot on shore, he dashed off 
towards the town, leaving his 
“hed” behind and quite. forget 
ting to thank his rescuers. 

Such incidents enliven the 
day for the thirty girls who work 
with fifty mien and boys to keep 
the beaches safe 

‘Recently an elderly couple 
hired a rowing “oat and went 
cruising in the Channel. The 
man, however, was no oars- 
man. He turned the boat against 
large wave: over they went 
and neither could swim. 

They: were a hundred yards 
out, bit the man managed to 
yrasp-the upturned keel of the 
boa shouting fer help while 
his wife was going, under the 
water. 

Frank Deadman, doyen of 
Sussex lifesavers, dashed into 
the sea and struck out in a fast 
crawl for the boat, knowing 
that the woman had little 
chance of survival. 

He got to her as she went

ged her up. In her panic she 
fought furiously and scratched 
him repeatedly, but he was able 
to manoeuvre her around and 
strike out for the beach with 
her, where willing hands drag- 
ged them to safety. 

The old man had drifted some 
250 yards out by then, and no 
ether life-guard was in sight on 
that Monday afternoon. 

Once again Mr. Deadman 
went into the sea, He reached 
the boat, and calmed the panic- 
stricken man.

A good autumn bulb catalogue

Lily - Flowered and Peony-

usually listed separately. Lily-

peony blossom. Multi-Flowered 
or Bunch-Flowered produce sev- 
eral on one stem, the flowers 
smaller, often with contrasting 
centers. 


_For the rock garden the “tu- 
lip Species” add a delightful note’ 
to the spring garden. Kaufman- 
niana, sometimes called Water-- 
lily tulips, have wide-open cups 
in lovely tones and colors, some 
bi-colored.. Clusiana is another 
Species tulip, also called Lady 
tulip. There are many more. 


It is worth while to invest in 
tup-quality bulbs, for your tu- 
lips last for many years. Pre- 
pare the soil deeply — eight to 
10 inches adding sand if 
needed, to insure good drainage, 
and plant food. Dig holes larger 
than the bulbs, to be sure the 
bulbs lie on well worked, well 
drained soil with no danger of 
air pockets below. The top of 
the bulb should be about six 
inches from the surface.
